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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gleason 
(6,392,617 Bl). 

In regard to claims 1-8, Gleason disclose a display device (112) comprising 
electroluminescent pixels (see the abstract) and a drive element comprising for providing the 
pixels with the desired adjustments, and correction for correcting the adjustments in dependence 
upon the age of the display device (see col. 3, lines 22-32), characterized in that the correction 
comprise one reference photosensor (316, 416, and 516). Gleason teaches an active matrix 
display includes a photodiode that is optically connected to a light emitting diode within the 
pixel in order to detect a portion of the luminous flux that is generated by the light emitting diode 
and the photodiode discharges excess charge within the pixel in response to the detected portion 
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of luminous flux that is generated by the display because the photodiode discharges the excess 
charge on the storage node, in portion to the luminous flux in the display, the drive transistor and 
the display are turned off when the integrated flux detected by the photodiode has reached a 
value that is equivalent to the excess charge that is on the data line (204). Furthermore, in order 
to obtain the desired luminous flux from the display (212) (see Fig. 2), the voltage on the data 
line (204) is adjusted to control the current through the drive transistor (208). Gleason further 
teaches a display device as explained above, characterized in that the correction comprise a the 
use of plurality of photodiodes (3 16, 416, and 516) to control the luminous intensity of each 
pixel in an array of pixels (matrix) (see Figs 3-5) which all function as claimed. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Hunter, Yu et al. are made of record to show various types of active matrix light emitting 
diode display with one reference photosensor.
